One of the notable advances In 
international m o r a l l y

tions. 
Foreign Trade 
In my last annual message T re­ 
ferred to the tariff negotiations of 
the department of state with foreign 
countries in connection with the ap­ 
plication. bv a series of proclama­ 
tions. of the minimum tariff of the 
United States to importations from 
the several countries, and I stated 
that, in its general operation, section 
2 of the new tariff law' had proved 
a guaranty of continued commercial 
peace, although there were, unfortu­ 
nately. instances where foreign gov­ 
ernments dealt arbitrarily with Amer­ 
ican interests within their jurisdic­ 
tion in a manner injurious and in­ 
equitable. During the past year some 
Instances of discriminatory treatment 
have been removed, but I regret to 
say that there remain a few cases 
of differential treatment adverse to 
the commerce of the United States. 
While none of these instances now 
appears to amount to undue discrim­ 
ination in the sense of section 2 of 
the tariff law of August. 5. 1905, 
they are all exceptions to th a t com­ 
plete degree 
of 
equality of tariff 
treatment that the department of 
state has consistently sought to ob­ 
tain for American commerce abroad. 
While tile double tariff feature of 
the tariff law of 1909 has been am­ 
ply justified by the results achieved 
in removing former and preventing 
new. undue discriminations against 
American commerce, it is believed 
that the time 
has 
come for the 
amendment, of this feature of the lew 
in such way as to provide a graduat­ 
ed means of meeting varying degrees 
of discriminatory treatm ent of Amer­ 
ican commerce in foreign countries 
as well as to protect, the financial in­ 
terests abroad of American citizens 
against arbitrary and injurious treat­ 
ment on the part of foreign govern­ 
ments through either legislative or 
administrative measures. 
It would also seem desirable that, 
the maximum tariff of the United 
States should embrace within its pur­ 
view the free list, which is not the 
ease at the present, time, in order 
that it. might, have reasonable signifi­ 
cance to the governments of those 
countries from which the importa­ 
tions into the United States are con­ 
fined virtually to articles on the free 
list. 
Record of Foreign Trade 
The fiscal year ended June 30, 
1911. shows great progress in the 
development of American trade. It 
was noteworthy as marking the high­ 
est 
record of exports of American 
products to foreign countries, tlhe 
valuation being in excess of $2,000,- 
000,0.00 
These exports showed a 
gain over the preceding year of more 
than $300,000,000. 
Need for Marine 
I need hardly reiterate the convic­ 
tion that there should speedily be 
built up an American merchant ma­ 
rine. 
This is necessary to assure 
favorable transportation facilities to 
our great ocean-borne commerce aa 
well as to supplement the navy with 
an adequate reserve of ships and 
men. It would have the economic ad­ 
vantage of keeping at home part of 
the vast sums now paid foreign ship­ 
ping for carrying American goods.
